This  past  month  marked  the  passing  of 
KPFK's  long-time  friend  and  labor 
commentator  Sam  Ku.shncr.  Sam  was 
the  host  of  Monday  evening's  Lnhor 
Scene  until  suffering  a  scries  of  kidney 
and  heart  ailments,  which  kept  him  off 
the  air  for  the  last  several  months.
